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Pool Bonds Underway

View to More Departments 
In Larger New Building 


Representatives of a number 
of Sierra Madre organizations 
and civic groups met last week 
with the Swimming Pool Ass’n 
and its new president, Judge 
John C. Mead, and received an¬ 
swers to some questions upper¬ 
most in the minds of pool sup¬ 
porters. 

They learned that a wading 
pool also is being considered, 
that volunteer labor would be 
used when feasible if the pool 
construction becomes an actu¬ 
ality, that the pool would be 
self-sustaining and that at the 
present time a proposed bond 
issue, if public opinion favors 
a bond election, will supply the 
total funds needed. 

Straw Vote This Week 

Mead explained that a straw 
ballot of public opinion will 
get under way this week and 
the results evaluated at a meet¬ 
ing Aug. 13. All Sierra Madre 
householders were to receive by 
mail today brochures describ¬ 
ing the swim pool project along 
with returnable post cards on 
which to express their reac¬ 
tions. 

Aaron Glaser, representing 
the Foothill Jewish Community 
Center, proposed combining a 
bond issue with revenue from 
another source, possibly park¬ 
ing meters, but was informed 
by R. Merrit Baker, city admin¬ 
istrator, that parking meter 
funds could not be used for a 
public pool. 

Oppose Other Issues 

Thomas Schwartz of the 
Swimming Pool Ass’n and 
Frank Barbour of the Lions 
Club voiced opposition to com¬ 
bining any other issue with 
a pool bond election. 

William Bowers, chairman of 
the City Planning Commiission 
spoke strongly in favor of plans 
for the pool as they are now 
going forward. 

Walter Goodwin, represent¬ 
ing the Co-ordinating council, 
asked about maintenance of a 
community pool if one should 
be forthcoming here. Philip 
Mitchell, recreation director, 
and proponent of the pool proj¬ 
ect, stated that most public 
pools are self-sustaining. Pool 
fees, it is said, can be regu¬ 
lated to'balance operation costs. 
Mitchell has had frequent con¬ 
sultations with authoriities on 
pool construction and opera¬ 
tion. 

Will Use Volunteers 

During the general disicus- 
sion it was emphasized that 
construction costs would be 
kept at a practical minimum 
by use of volunteer labor when 
possible. 

If the survey indicates pub¬ 
lic favor, planning will begin 
immediately for a bond elec¬ 
tion this year. If successful, 
Sierra Madre will have a swim¬ 
ming pool by next summer. 

Represented at the meeting 
last Thursday night were the 
City, the Co-ordinating council, 
Foothill Jewish Community 
Center, Bethany church, Sierra 
Madre P-TA, Swimming Pool 
Ass’n, the Planning and Recre¬ 
ation commissions, Lions club, 
Woman’s club, Family Service 
and the City school. 


In other words, according to 
Vannier, who met with the 
trustees Tuesday night, the pro¬ 
posed new group would serve 
the library somewhat as the 
Parent-Teacher association does 
the school and hospital guilds 
and auxiliaries serve their in¬ 
stitutions. 

"Forever" Clause Out 

In regard to its building pro¬ 
gram the library has not been 
hindered by lack' of a site. It 
has had its choice of two and 
to all practical purposes use of 
the present site at 442 W. Sierra 
Madre Blv'd. has seemed ad¬ 
visable to the board. However, 
the donors of the property had 
included in the deed a “for¬ 
ever” stipulation which tech¬ 
nically was not acceptable to 
the City Council as a public 
body in releasing funds real¬ 
ized from a bond issue con¬ 
struction of a new library for 
building. 

A revised deed, with the “for¬ 
ever” clause deleted, has now 
replaced the original deed, the 
entire transaction accepted by 
the Title Insurance Trust Co. 
and the new deed recorded. 

House 30.000 Volumes 

This clears the way for de¬ 
signing and building the mod¬ 
ern, functional, sun-lit struc¬ 
ture to house approximately 
30,000 volumes which the staff 
and trustees have been seeking. 
The present frame building 
houses approximately 17,000 
volumes. 

,It is anticipated that the 
building now standing will be 
moved on the property and re¬ 
tained, for sentimental and his¬ 
torical reasons, and used for 
’various suitable purposes such 
as quarters for Memorial gifts 
and the Historical society ac¬ 
tivities, arhong others. 

Attending the trustees meet¬ 
ing Tuesday night with Van¬ 
nier were Miss Lulu Moore, 
librarian, John Rudbach, Rob¬ 
ert Dodge and Miss Martha C. 
Pritchard. 


With building funds avail¬ 
able and the deed to its prop¬ 
erty now recorded, the Sierra 
Madre Public Library sees no 
further obstacles ahead in its 
proposed building program. Re¬ 
maining to be done is the for¬ 
mality of turning the deed to 
the property over to the City, 
according to Webster Vannier, 
chairman of the library board 
of trustees. 

In order to assist in develop¬ 
ing the educational and recre¬ 
ational functions of the library, 
in keeping with the modern, 
new physical structure it will 
have in the future, the library 
trustees now are contemplating 
the formation of a Friends of 
the Library group such as op¬ 
erates effectively in a number 
of cities throughout the coun¬ 
try, including South Pasadena. 

Advise, Extend Services 

Not to be a fund - raising 
group, the Friends of the Sierra 
Madre Public Library, if it 
comes into being, would pri¬ 
marily serve to draw into the 
library’s sphere such organiza¬ 
tions as the Historical Society, 
Garden Club and others, as 
well as individuals. 

These would serve In an ad¬ 
visory capacity as well as as¬ 
sist the staff and trustees in 
making possible new lending 
departments, such as reproduc¬ 
tions of Old Masters and mod¬ 
ern art, motion picture films 
and recordings as well as ex¬ 
tend already existing services 
and programs as summer read¬ 
ing for children and the li¬ 
brary’s Memorial section. 


The population hereabouts 
will drop back a iew notches 
when the Davis brothers, San, 
Dan, Ray and Jim leave town.

In recognition of their out¬ 
standing safety records for 
1352, plaques were presented 
to the cities of Sierra Madre 
and El Monte at a meeting 
in Covina of the San Gabriel 
Valley Chiefs of Police. They 
were the only two California 
cities having populations of 
more than 5000 which won 
places on the honor role, ac¬ 
cording to McMillan. 

Sierra Madre has had no 
traffic deaths since May 28, 
1950.

“Bambi,” “Wizard of Oz,” “The Cook Book,” and “Vanity 
Fair.”

Mean¬ 
while, other neighbors arrived 
with a garden hose and Toni 
Palethorpe, 170 N. Adams, ap¬ 
plied water until the fire de¬ 
partment arrived to take over. 

Karns, who became a widow¬ 
er recently and lives alone, had 
to be restrained from re-enter¬ 
ing the burning room. He is* 
reported to have suffered no ill 
effects from the experience. 

Water and heat caused con¬ 
siderable damage to the house.

'good as engraved invitations to 
a house burglar, advises Roll, 
who holds a dim view of the 
fellow who leaves his keys in 
his parked car and can’t re¬ 
member a single identifying 
serial number when a thief 
drives away in the $4000 job. 

Quotes J. Edgar Hoover 

“Crime today exists on a 
scale so enormous that it taxes 
credulity,” says Roil, who adds 
that this is not his opinion 
alone but that he is quoting 
John Edgar Hoover, head of the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion. 

“One major crime was com¬ 
mitted every 15.5 seconds dur¬ 
ing 1952, according to nation¬ 
wide statistical studies,” Roll 
says. “A report recently re¬ 
leased by Atty. Gen. Edmund 
G. Brown states that crime in 
California increased 11 per cent 
over the total from 1951 and 
that approximately half of the 
crimes in 1952 occurred in Los 
Angeles County. This is attrib¬ 
uted in part to the rapidly in¬ 
creasing population and the 
fact that Los Angeles is one 
of the nation’s largest cities 
and thus offers more tempta¬ 
tions and opportunities for 
crime than less heavily popu¬ 
lated areas.

One of the surest ways of 
taking one’s mind off the prob¬ 
lems in this world is to get an 
attack of poison oak. But the 
way is one that most individu¬ 
als will wish to avoid and, with 
a little caution, it can be done. 

The ability to recognize and 
avoid poison oak is excellent 
pleasure insurance for people 
who plan to enjoy a jaunt in 
the woods either on a weekend 
excursion or during a vacation. 
In fact, according to the news 
correspondent Eric Sevareid 
who spoke feelingly of the sub¬ 
ject during a broadcast from 
Washington, this is the best 
advice about poison oak that 
can be given. 

Easy to Spot 

Fortunately, recognition is 
easy. The leaves of poison oak 
—and poison ivy also although 
this plant is not found in 
Southern California—are glossy 
green during the summer, 
notched in shape, and grow in 
groups of three. Until one 
learns to quickly recognize the 
plant, it is wise to avoid all 
of the many forms of flora 
which resemble this descrip¬ 
tion. 

Poison oak may grow as a 
small upright plant three or 
four feet tall, and as a creeper 
or climber. The Western va¬ 
riety of poison oak, common to 
California, sometimes reaches a 
height of 14 feet and is rarely 
found above an elevation of 
5000 feet. 

Use Soap Water 

To prevent poisoning after an 
outing in suspect areas take a 
thorough bath using plenty of 
soap and water. Some authori¬ 
ties advise washing the skin 
with swabs of cotton well mois¬ 
tened in alcohol, but care 
should be taken to use a fresh 
swab after each wipe so that 
the poison will not be spread 
over the skin. Other garments 
should be washed or cleaned 
before re-wearing if poisoning 
actually occurs. 

The usual symptoms of plant 
poisoning are itching and red¬ 
ness of the skin. This may oc¬ 
cur either within a few hours 
or as late as several days after 
exposure. Superficial burning 
sensations and water blisters 
follow, and, in severe cases, 
these blisters may become very 
large. The surrounding flesh, 
especially the loose skin around 
the eyes, often becomes swol¬ 
len. The duration of the swell¬ 
ing depends upon the severity 
of the attack and the sensi¬ 
tivity of the individual to the 
poison. It may last for several 
days or even weeks. 

Ointments Available 

There are several greaseless 
ointments on the market which 
provide both protection against 
the rash and relief from the 
torture of the itch. Beware of 
greasy ointments however, for 
these simply provide a means 
to enlarge the rea of irrita¬ 
tion. 

In certain individuals immu¬ 
nization is established by medi¬ 
cation which may be taken ei¬ 
ther by mouth or by injection. 
Even when this is not wholly 
effective as a preventive, it will 
.materially lessen the duration 
and seriousness of the irrita¬ 
tion. 

Leaflet Available 

Although a little irritation is 
but a passing nuisance, if the 
rash becomes at all extensive 
home remedies should be quick¬ 
ly put aside and proper treat¬ 
ment sought from a physician. 

And a final piece of advice 
which also comes from Mr. Se¬ 
vareid—avoid people who boast 
that they are completely im¬ 
mune to poison oak. It will 
contribute to the preservation 
of mental calm during the 
“great itch.” 

A leaflet giving more par¬ 
ticulars about poison oak will 
be mailed to anyone who sends 
a card ’of request to the Los 
Angeles County Health Depart¬ 
ment, 241 North Figueroa St., 
Los Angeles 12.

No drug today is 100% effec¬ 
tive against tuberculosis. But en¬ 
couraging reports of newly-dis¬ 
covered drugs indicate progress 
against the white plague has been 
steady and promising. The U. S. 
death rate, which was 202 per 
100,000 persons in 1900, dwindled 
to about 20 in 1951. 

One reason why the dread dis¬ 
ease has been so difficult to con¬ 
quer is that the TB germ does its 
deadly work inside nn nlrnost im¬ 
penetrable barrier—a hard pro¬ 
tective coating that until 1946 
resisted all efforts to break 
through it. 

The first drug to challenge TB 
with any measure of success was 
the antibiotic streptomycin. To¬ 
day, seven years after it was first 
used, it is still a major weapon in 
the fight, but now it has many 
allies. 

One of these is PAS which 
strengthens the power while de¬ 
creasing the ill effects of strep¬ 
tomycin when both are given to¬ 
gether. 
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other drugs. "

has been isoniazid. But while it is.

MUTUAL SECURITY 
When we passed the Mutual 
Security Authorization Bill 
which had been reduced from 
some $7,900,000,000 of the Tru¬ 
man request, to $5,900,000,000 
of the present Administration 
and subsequently again reduc¬

TRUMAN DEBT RAISED 
TO S272 BILLION 
Spending under the Truman 
Administration and commit¬ 
ments therefore have now rais¬ 
ed the national debt to $272 
billion, Secretary Humphrey re¬ 
ported, as of July 15. We have 
already cut 9.6 billion from the 
budget proposed by the pre¬ 
vious Administration for fiscal 
1954, and expect to cut 3 billion 
more before the session closes. 
The Administration expects to 
stay substantially inside of it, 
In order not to have to raise the 
debt limit. 

Before World War 1, the pub¬ 
lic debt was $1,280,000,000. Just 
before Pearl Harbor it was $55 
billion.

The cut-back of 96,000 em¬ 
ployees made in Federal pay¬ 
rolls in the past six months has 
not produced any perceptible 
unemployment. Many have se¬ 
cured jobs in private industry, 
and many of the normal turn¬ 
over vacancies were not filled. 
Nationwide unemployment is 
at the lowest point for many' 
years.

Dear Editor: 

Recently there has been some publicity about fences and 
other obstructions which presumably constitute a public menace 
because they prevent drivers from seeing in all directions at inter¬ 
sections. Two opinions expressed so far seem to indicate that 
the answer to this problem is to tear down all such obstructions. 
I am convinced that this is just the wrong attitude to take, for 
reasons which follow. 

Dangerous corners do exist in Sierra Madre, and lots of them, 
too. However, these corners are not dangerous by themseleves— 
it takes people in automobiles, motorcycles, and bicycles to make 
them that way. Any corner, even with unrestricted vision in all 
directions, is dangerous if careless people operate the vehicles 
that cross the corner. In my opinion, people should slow down 
or stop (without signs to tell them) when they come to corners 
which are situated so, that they cannot see far enough to the 
sides to avoid danger. It certainly isn’t possible to clear every 
earner in town so that drivers can breeze merrily through at high 
speeds without any thought of those approaching from the sides. 

I live on the corner of Sunnyside and Mariposa, which was 
just recently the scene of an accident. In fact there have been 
three accidents there within the past year, each one worse than 
the preceding. It is important to note, however, that at least one 
of these accidents took place when the drivers had essentially 
UNRESTRICTED vision in the necessary directions. 

Invariably when an accident takes place, those involved turn 
out to have been going no faster than 20 miles per hour, so they 
say, and they are only too willing to put the blame for the acci¬ 
dent on a fence, when their own carelessness is the real cause. 
Having watched traffic on Sunnyside and Mariposa, I believe 
that the average speed there is more jaearly 40 miles per hour. 
Also, the drivers on both streets usually dash across the corner 
without even slowing down or looking in either direction. Now 
and then one honks a horn, in what seems to me a rather futile 
gesture. Sooner or later someone will be killed at that corner, 
not because of obstructed vision but because of carelessness. 

People naturally hate to be restricted by stop signs and other 
traffic impediments. However, as cars increase in number we 
simply must learn to have more respect for other drivers, and 
realize that empty streets and high speeds in residential areas 
are things of the past. I’d prefer to see a few more stop signs 
and fewer accidents, rather than “obstructed” views, higher 
speeds, and worse accidents. 

Before 'hasty decisions are made that certain corners are haz¬ 
ards, I suggest that every corner in town be studied. It doesn’t 
seem fair that arbitrary rulings should be made in this regard. 
Some competent group should be asked to check these corners, 
and then a uniform definition of obstruction set up in such a 
manner as to be fair to all. Otherwise there may be a lot of 
argument as to which of various trees, fences, stone walls, and 
even buildings should be torn down. Personally I think a few 
more stop signs and a lot more care in driving would be a much 
more sensible solution to the whole problem.

under the respective manage¬ 
ments of Fire Controlman Sea¬ 
man Warren H. Nyhus of Ro- 
sholt, S.D., and Hospitaiman 
Seaman Dohald H. Roberts of 
Carizozo, N.M., are veterans of 
an old Navy band. An ample 
supply of rubber bands from 
(he ship's office has held the 
instruments together, but under 
the strain of an “A” above mid¬ 
dle “C,” things may start pop¬ 
ping. 

Believe it or not, there is one 
“home owned” instrument in 
the collection: Sonarman Third 
Class Robert J. Smith's cornet. 
Not (hat the cornet has been 
saved from the dangers of life 
aboard ship; it sports a large 
dent where the weight on a 
heaving line from another ship 
almost cancelled the band's 
performance one day. 

And what does this miscella¬ 
neous collection of musicians 
do? “Dixieland jazz is our 
specially,” according to Sousa- 
phonist Davis. “We give short 
concerts every few nights. Most 
of the Cats aboard like Dixie 
except those who are trying to 
sleep.” 

Play March Occasionally 

In addition to the Dixieland, 
the six sailor-musicians, under 
the direction of the Ship’s Elec¬ 
tronics Officer, Ens. John W. 
Wetherell of Des Moines, la., 
will on occasion begrudgingly 
play a march or two to show 
that there IS another form of 
music. 

In addition to the Dixieland 
night concerts, band day 
aboard the NICHOLAS comes 
up every time the ship takes on 
fuel or provisions at sea. When 
the word is passed for fueling 
stations, the bandsters take up 
their posts on the upper deck 
and wait for requests. 

The crew of the tanker along¬ 
side the NICHOLAS lines the 
rails while the signalmen sem* 
aphore requests to the band. 
Sometimes when the tanker is 
refueling a big ship on her 
other side, the “Cumshaw” 
band gets competition as the 
big ship tries to prove she can’t 
be outdone by a destroyer. 

The “bandstand” is none too 
stable, and a heavy sea soaks 
bandsmen and instruments, ne¬ 
cessitating hours of brightwork 
polishing to clean the tarnished 
brass after an “engagement.” 
Turns White . . . from Flour 
Even calm days are not with¬ 
out mishap. A band member 
turned white one day—when a 
flour sack from the provision¬ 
ing ship landed on top of him. 
From that time on undress 
whites were the uniform of the 
day! , 

The biggest thrill for the 
“Cumshaw” musicians is play¬ 
ing while coming into home 
port at Pearl Harbor. An im¬ 
promptu tour in the ship’s gig, 
with executiive officer, LCdr. 
Lester E. G. Setserm, at the 
helm, brings the band around 
to serenade each ship of the 
division as it returns from Ko¬ 
rean waters. 

That is the story of the 
“Cumshaw” band. 

It concerns more than the six 
musicians who play in a band 
aboard a destroyer. The “Cum- 
saw” band is an example of 
the joint efforts of a crew to 
relieve tension on Korean pa¬ 
trol duty. You only see six 
sailors and the conductor at a 
concert. But the “Cumsaw” 
band of the USS NICHOLAS is 
260 men strong. Every man on 
the NICHOLAS is that proud of
